At the Christian Tabernacle last even- 


ing there was held a meeting which was 
called by the pastor, Rev. George F. Hall 
There were about five hundred persons in 
attendance and the proceedings passed off 
smoothly. The members present voted on 
the questions presented unanimously in 
favor of Mr. Hall. At 8 o'clock Rev. 
Hall announced that the meeting would 
come to order but that before any busi- 
ness was transacted a praise service would 
be held. The congregation joined in sing- 
ing the hymns "I Will Follow Jesus" and 
"They Are All Taken Away," aftei 
which a scripture lesson was read. When 
another hymn had been sung Mr. Hall 
said that he liked to have tho congrega- 
tion sing such hymns. It seemed like 
there was a revival meeting being held. 
He liked revival meetings and unless 
souls were constantly being brought into 
the church the true Christian spirit was 
not being shown. Mr. Hall asked the 
hymn, "This is My Story," be sung and 
all those who wanted to join tho church 
come forward. The hymn was given but 
no one came forward. The minister then 
asked all those who wero already mem- 
bers to hold up their hands and as every- 
one responded he said that all present 
must be Christians. 


In speaking of the business which 


would be brought before the congregation 
Mr. Hall said: "It is useless for me to 
say anywhere within 100 miles from here 
that there has been a little unpleasantness 
in this chumh. There has been some 
difference between the members and your 
pastor seems to be the bone of conten- 
tion. But there hns been others bones 
which have caused trouble in past years.' 
In speaking of the late action of the 
board he said, " Whatever legislation has 
been done was enacted by ten members of 
the board. We feel that it is hardly prop- 
er that ten members would do anything 
without consulting the congregation and 
therefore we called this meeting. The 
meeting has been announced in all the 
papers and letters have been sent out and 
this is a legal meeting if ever one was 
held." Mr. Hall then read tho call for 
the meeting giving tho three questions 
which were to be presented to the congre- 
gation as follows: "Do we want a new 
pastor9 Do we want to change our pres- 
ent place of worship? Do we want to 
lease the Tabernacle?" 
Mr. Hall said 


that according to custom that he, as'pas- 
tor, would act as chairman. Calvin Lew- 
man was then elected by the congregation 
to act as secretary- Mr. Hall said that 
if tho congregation wanted a new pnstor 
he would leave at once, hut he first want- 
ed to know the opinion of the members. 
If the members wanted to change the 
place of worship he was willing to move. 
The board ac their last meeting did not 
decide fully about leasing the Tabernacle 
but insinuated 
that they would take 


steps at the next meeting and Mr. Hall 
also wanted to hear what the congrega- 
tion hod to say in regard to this matter. 
Ho aiid that if the Tabernacle were leased 
to some one it might be released for a 
dance or skating rink, but that if this 
was the desire of tho congregation those 
who were opposed to the movement were 
willing to step down and let the place be 
leased. He then assured tho congregation 
that the church was supreme in all mat- 
ters and that us the congregation had 
elected the members of the board they cer- 
tainly had a right to reconsider their ac- 
tion. 


The pastor then asked Mr Humphrey 


to put the flrst question and tho congre- 
gation voted unanimously that a new pas- 
tor would not bo called and that the old 
one remain. The other two questions, 
that the church should move and that tho 
Tabernacle would be lensod, were both 
voted down by the congregation unani- 
mously. Diuing tho whole proceedings 
there was not one vote against anything 
that was in favor oi tho pastor 


Mr. Hall then announced that there 


was no other 
special business to be 


brought before the congregation but that 
on Sunday after tho regular morning ser- 
vice there would be a brief business meet- 
ing when there would be something to be 
voted upon The lights in the bouse were 
poor and it had been suggested that the 
electric lights bo turned on again. This 
matter with some other things might be 
brought up. The Sunday school would 
meet at 9:30 o'clock Sunday morning at 
the Tabernacle, all notices to the contrary 
notwithstanding 
There would also be 


school at the chapel and at tho Riverside. 
The young people were requested to all 
be in attendance at the three Sunday 
schools of the First Christian church. 
Mr. Hall said that the superintendent 
might see fit to worship elsewhere but 
that the Sranday school would be carried 
on just the same without him. He said 
that be was feeling greatly the strain 
which was being put upon him and that 
if matters were in such a condition that 
it was possible for him to leave he would 
be absent a week from tomorrow. He 
wanted to take his family to Kansas to 
recuperate. In his absence District Evan- 
gelist Stark would occupy his pulpit. In 
closing the meeting Mr. Hall said that he 
was proud of the action of the members 
of the church in standing together as they 
had at this meeting. 
He was not fight- 


ing for the purpose of holding his office 
but for the good of the cause, for the con- 
gregation and for the saving of souls.

past month, in order to find out how he 
was progressing in his experiments 
with the wonderful Eoentgen rays, 
which seem to respect neither sub- 
stance or shadow, but go through every- 
thing. It was on one of these trips that 
I learned from Mr. Edison's own lips 
how he had practically succeeded in 
improving his incandescent lamp so 
that he could run 20 of them for each 
horse-power used. This is a distinct 
gain of 33 1-3 per cent., as at present 
only 15 lamps can be run per horse- 
power. 


"I started out with ten incandescent 


lamps per horse-power," said the Wiz- 
ard, "and after awhile succeeded in 
bringing these up to such a state of 
perfection as to string IS of them on a 
line for each horse-power employed.

instruments for experimental purposes, 
some of which can never be replaced; 
This is why the world has not heard 
so much of Mr. Tesla during' the past 
year. Those of his friends who have 
lieen permitted to witness his late ex- 
periments at the new laboratory on 
East Houston street say that he has 
made some 
remarkable 
discoveries 


which will soon be announced. 


I had a pleasant chat with Mr. Tesla 


the other day, and learned from him 
that he has about perfected his new 
phosphorescent light, which will coma 
as near artificial daylight as anything 


I yet attempted. There will be no fila- 
ment in the glass bulb; nevertheless, it 
will glow with all the trilliancy of an 
arc light. The current employed will 
be of low voltage, but it will be changed 
into one of high potential by induction 
coils. In this way three improvements 
will be effected over the present in- 
candescent lamps—brighter illumina- 
tion, no deadly wires and cheaper cost. 


Mr. Tesla is not yet ready to give to 


the public the details of his wonSerfu! 
invention, but those who have seen the 
r.ew lightsay thatitwil! workarevolu- 
tion in methods of illumination. Some 
remarkable photographs have already 
been obtained from it. It is stated that 
the cost will be scarcely one-half of the 
rates that at present prevail. 


The third electrician who is grap- 


pling with the problem of cheap illu- 
mination is Dr. D. MeFarlao Moore, 
who claims to have uolved the secret of 
the firefly. Following close upon the 
heels of Roentgen rays, the discovery 
promises to work a, re%-olution in elec- 
tric illumination, and foreshadows an 
era of one unbroken day. 


Mr. Moore is 
comparatively 
un- 


known to fame. For several 
years 


past he has been quietly at work in his 
Mewark laboratory—which, curiously 
enough, is within a stone's throw of 
Edison's old place—and success seems 
at last to have crowned his efforts, lie 
calls the new kind of illumination 
"ether lighting" for want of a better 
name, and employs only the most sim- 
ple apparatus to manufacture it. In- 
deed, like Koentgen's rays, the wonder 
is that some electrician has not before 
this time hit upon.Mr. Moore's discov- 
ery. It is certainly as simple as it is 
remarkable in the effect 
produced. 


Not only is it the nearest approach to 
trlie production of light without heat 
that the world has yet seen, but the 
whole illumination is obtained from an 
ordinary current of low voltage. 


There are no hairpin filaments in 


Mr. Moore's system, as with the incan- 
descent lamp, and the illumination 
agent is distributed through pipes and 
tubes, just as we now distribute water 
and gas. 


Mr. Moore's invention involves a 


new principle in molecular vibration. 
He separates the several divisions of 
energy, and employs only the illumi-

Mr. Moore's new light, owing to the 


absence of heat, requires little power 
to generate it, and can be produced 
from a battery the size of that which 
rings the front 
doorbell. In other 


words an ordinary glass jar, contain- 
ing pieces of zinc and carbon immersed 
in acid, will furnish a current sufficient 
to produce a good illumination. 


Mr. Moore's apparatus is not much 


bigger than an ordinary-sized teacup, 
and the little machine that breaks the 
circuit and corresponds to the electric 
bell is not bigger than one's finger. 


I had occasion to visit Mr. Moore's 


laboratory the other day. Some, of the 
experiments I witnessed were beauti- 
ful, and the light was certainly as good 
as one could wish. 
One experiment 


struck me particularly. After we en- 
tered (he dark room the inventor liand- 
c-d me a- long glass tube, about as big as 
a broom stick, and then ordered the 
lights out. In a few seconds, streams 
nf light began playing through 
the 


tube from one end to the other. 


Of course I risked Mr. Moore to ex- 


plain. 


"It is only a manifestation of elec- 


trical induction," he replied, smiling 
"The current from the diminutive vi- 
brator is connected with a small piece 
if tin on the ceiling, ajid the electric 
waves pass through the intervening 
air space to your body." 


If what Mr. Moore says is true, (he 


possibilities of this one feature of the 
new light are simply enormous. If, 
instead of a piece of tin, metallic paint 
were put on the walls or ceiling and 
made a part of the circuit, the same ef- 
fects would be produced. The tube be- 
comes a. veritable stick of daylight. No 
wires or connections are needed. All 
that is necessary is a glass tube in 
which the light can manifest itself. Nc 
matches, no oil, no gas, no buttons to 
press—all you need is a glass much likt 
a walking stick. This new light prom- 
ises to be a bonanza to a club mar- 
When he comes home from a "night 
out," he has only to point his walking 
stick in the air in a,uy direction, as 
Franklin did with his lightning rod. 
and the electric fire will come down 
and illuminate the place. It doesn'1 
matter which way the stick is pointed 
ho will be sure to get light sufficient to 
flml his way upstairs. 


Neither of the inventions I have jusl 


described have been placed on the mar 
ket as yet, but they are liable to mak« 
their appearance almost any day 
Meanwhile the oil trusts, the acetylene 
trusts and some of the big electric light 
companies would do well to be on the 
lookout,for cheap illumination, for il 
is bound to come. Three electrical ex- 
perts have said it, and it is greatly tc 
their credit. Perhaps we shall soon tx 
even better off than the people at the 
North pole. They have daylight hall 
| the year, whereas we are now promised 
artificial daylight for every hour in 


i the twenty-four.

It was on Ttiesd.iy that the numbers were 
secured. 
Marshal Mason 
and State's 


Attorney Mills had a consultation in rcl- 
croncc to the manner of procedure to un- 
ravel thi) apparent mystery, and Sheriff 
Nicholson also acted with the marshal 
and Officer Imbodon in the c.ise, the sher- 
iff and marshal making a trip to Long 
Crock township _to have a talk with Jo- 
seph Myers, a carpenter, who was known 
to have been about tho hist man scon with 
Hackmaun the latter part of February. 
In the meantime Officer Imboden took it 
upon himself to watch tho White p.iv>n 
shop and he made a date with White to 
look over the several hundred watches he 
had in p.iwn.
